"In the course of the discussion, in which the preferenggs on tea | 
and sugar were particularly criticised, Col. Wedgwood saitchat the 
Labour Party was opposed to any attempt to bind thé Empire by 
means of preferences for which the consumer had to pay. * 

Sir Robert Horne said that this was not a question of imposing 
but reducing teriffy. Preferences had resulted in cheapening the 
people’s food, and creating employment by tocreasing trade with 
dominions on whose markets we must, nowadays. rely. The 
advantages of preferences in the Damicions were notorious. The 
manner in which the United States was building up trade on the 
basis of preferences was becoming a serious menace to British in- 
custries. He asserted tt'st the removal of praferences [rom the 
Daminions would ebake the fabric of the Empire.

Bill Introduced in the House of Lords.

The text has been issued of the Bill introduced by Lord Lee in 
the House of Lords for carrying out the Wasbingto: treaties for the 
imitation of naval armaments and the protection of non-combatants 


at sea in war time. ' 


The Bill restricts the building of warships exeopt by licence of 


‘the Admiralty, and empowers the Admiralty to search any ship in 


course of building, or being altered, armed, as equipped, and to seizs 
the ship where there is reasonable ground for believing thatthe Act 
is being contravened. The penalty for contravention is imprison- 
ment for a period not exceeding two years. with or withodt herd 
inbour, or a fine not exceeding £10) sterling, or both, and forfeiture 


Anyone violating the rules of warfare against commerce is liable 
to punishment similarly as for piracy. 


The provisions cover the whole of the Empire, except the 
Dominions, India, and the Irjsh Free State when conotitated.

THE BANK INDUSTRIELLE. 


Paris, June 19, 


The charges against M, Pernotte which the Eleventh Correc-] ° 


Honal tribunal is investigating, relate to two different matters, 
First it Is alleged that Pernotte had a bonus of 200,000 francs, 
voted him by the Directors of the Banque Industrielle de Chine on 
Mth January 1920, credited to his account in taels at the special 
rate of three francs xccorted to Colonia! officials, and when the 
tae! reached 22 francs in April 1920, he transferred the sum to 
France, so that the original 200,000 france became 1,850,000. 

M. Doyen, the expert appointed by the Government to examine 
the accounts of the Rank, decided that this was a breach of trust. 
The examining magistrate concurred. 

Secondly, M. Pernotte is charged with swindling in connection 
with the issne of 12,000,000 francs worth of bonus by the Societe 
Commerciale et Maritime do Pacifique, which was to have been 
guarantced by the purchase of ships or by mortgages, but is stated 
to have been placed in the general funds of the Banque Indus- 
trielle, which paid the societe five per cent. 

AL. Pernotte denies the charges: As regards the conversion of 
the 200,00 francs, hedstates he was content with a low ealary 


until the Bank was prosperous. Then he asked for the arrears,} 


which were represented by the 200,000 and francs voted him. He 
converted this into taels as he always converted the rest of his 
aslary when he was Manager of the Bank in Pekin: As regards 
the. second charge, M. Pernotte states that when he Tete the Bank, 
the bonds were covered to the extent of 7,500,000 by mortgages 
and by 4,000,000 francs still in the Bank in cash. 


Tc a Borlin message from Moscow it is reliably stated that 
the Russian delegation to the Hague Conference will , include 
Litvinoff, Rakovsky, Krestinsky, Sokolnikef! and Krassin.

BIOLOGIST SEES MAN 
ON DECLINE. 


Civilization as Destroyer of the 
Human Race. 


Cis tizetion is self-destractive 
and is plunging dawnward. Itis 
destroying the man that built it 
and instead of improving his lot 
is hastening hia hour of destruc. 
tion, The brain of man is not 
Browing. As a breed of organic 
beings man is not advancing. 

AU of that is becanse science 
and statesmanshiphave been pull- 
ing at cross-purposes, declared 
Prof. Albert Edward Wiggam, 
8 noted biologist, lecturer and 
writer, before the Philadelphia 
Ethical Society last month.

Mr. Wiggem evolved a new code 
constructed on scientific founda- 
tioas and one which must Teplace 
the Ten Commandments, he de- 
clared, if the race is to continue 
to endure. .

to the “field of biology have 
marked the* most important 
advance in that science in fifty 
years.

The new decalogue, as Mr.

In view of continual national 
disorder and the disadvantages 
resulting from the unnecessary 
bloodshed, I was practically the 
first of the opinion that in order 
to avoid this chaos, and bring 
peace and orderliness to the 
country, political adjustment for 
military operatious would have to 
be resorted to. It is yet my 
sincere hope that tke provinces 
will do away with their differ- 
ences and foster goodwill for 
vetterment of the Fatherland. 

In order to attain ‘these ends, 
T, sometime ago, proposed Trat 
the provinces be woited in the 
form of a Federal Goveroment 
system. Telegrams were alsa 
sent to different provinces for 


interim. on account of anforesaen 
difficulties thrown in the way, 
the object has not yet been 
achieved. And now th> people 
sre suffering dax by day from the 
affects of the civil strife and the 
day when the blessings of peace 
and unification of tha country 
wilt ba brought about seems still 
very far off. 

According .to what we have 
learned from our . past er- 
periences, and so far as public 
opinion is concerned, the whole 
country is now against the cen- 
tralization of power in the hands 
of the Central Goveroment, and 
unanimously in favour of toca 
self-administrative Government; 
the only remedy for the salvation 
of the cougtry, therefore. would 
be the adoption of what I have 
proposed, th» Federal Goverao- 
ment eystem. 4 

Should it be possible to unite 
the provinces througb local self 
government, the Central Govern- 
ment would ba looked to for the 
exercise of their power. And the 
provinces wil] also be given op- 
portunities to develop themselves 
to their best advantage. The 
Pederal Government system, 
therefore, in my opinion will ba 
the test means for effecting peace 
and unification of the country, so 
as to prevent further unnevessary 
strife, with its disastre -, conse- 
quences. The Federal Govern- 
ment system, if actually car- 
tied out, will firmly lay the 
founds'ion of thg country. I do 
not mean that these provinces 
sbould close their doors exclo- 
sively in their own interests, 
neither do I mean that others be 
compelled to follow our schemes: 
but it is my vebement desire that 
we should co-operate with nnited 
efforts in devising ways and 
means so that the desired political 
system will be brought forth 
according to law, and that any 
obstacles against the formation 
of this system be immediately 
removed. 

I again sincerely bope that, for 
the sake of -patriotism, you, 
Tocbuns, of all provinces, will 
give each other co-operstion in 
achieving thiscommon goal and 
T shall be thankful for any views 
rolatiog to this matter. . ©
